To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Uttoxeter  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  Uttoxeter  Urban  District  for  the  year  1963.  This  report  has  been 
drafted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
1/64. 

Despite  the  fact  that  early  in  the  year  we  suffered  a  prolonged 
period  of  extremely  low  temperatures  with  its  attendant  hardships, 
the  general  picture  with  regard  to  health  in  Uttoxeter  throughout 
the  year  is  reasonably  satisfactory,  and  in  certain  aspects  improved 
compared  with  previous  years. 

Infant  Mortality  Rates  were  low,  and  in  fact,  the  Still  Birth 
Rate  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  your  district.  The  three  infant 
deaths  were  associated  with  prematurity  and  congenital  abnormali¬ 
ties,  while  the  two  stillbirths  which  occurred  were  due  to  causes 
which  at  present  it  is  impossible  to  prevent,  but  the  contributory 
factors  of  which  are  the  subject  of  current  research. 

Apart  from  the  expected  biennial  epidemic  of  Measles  the 
incidence  of  reported  infectious  diseases  was  low,  but  the  occurrence 
of  several  cases  of  Scabies,  the  first  in  your  district  for  many  years, 
came  as  a  surprise  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  outbreak 
reminds  us  that  even  with  modern  amenities  and  standards  of 
hygiene  scrupulous  personal  cleanliness  is  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  this  contagious  disease.  While  there  were  no  notified 
cases  of  Food  Poisoning  or  Dysentery  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  mild 
type  of  gastro-intestinal  upset  was  prevalent  from  time  to  time. 
The  exact  nature  of  these  illnesses  is  never  diagnosed  and  in  many 
cases  the  general  practitioner  is  not  consulted,  but  one  can  guess  that 
stricter  attention  to  food  hygiene,  both  trade  and  domestic,  would 
reduce  the  •  incidence  of  this  form  of  morbidity  considerably. 

1963  proved  to  have  a  slightly  higher  Mortality  Rate  than  in  the 
previous  two  years,  but  when  statistical  adjustments  are  made  the 
rate  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (this  is  also  somewhat 
higher  than  in  the  previous  year).  A  new  table  introduced  in  the 
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statistical  section  shows  the  age  groups  in  which  deaths  due  to  the 
various  causes  occurred.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  an  increase 
in  deaths  due  to  carcinoma,  an  increase  which  is  partly  accounted 
for  by  an  additional  three  deaths  due  to  carcinoma  of  lung.  This  is 
in  accordance  with  the  national  trend,  and  the  results  of  the  many 
scientific  enquiries  leaves  one  in  no  doubt  as  to  the  association 
between  heavy  cigarette  smoking  and  this  form  of  cancer. 

The  year  under  review  was  a  memorable  one  in  several  aspects 
of  public  health. 

Certain  events,  e.g.  the  passing  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  will  have  far  reaching  effects  nationally, 
and  will  certainly  place  an  additional  burden  on  every  Public 
Health  Department  in  the  country.  Other  important  happenings 
to  be  placed  on  record  are  of  purely  local  interest,  but  are  none  the 
less  memorable  in  so  far  as  they  will  have  an  effect  on  the  health  of 
our  own  community. 

In  June,  1963,  a  contract  was  entered  into  for  the  provision  for 
elderly  people  of  bed-sitter  flatlets  with  welfare  facilities  and  a 
community  centre.  This  accommodation  will  enable  some  of  our 
older  citizens  to  enjoy  continued  independence  when  they  have 
become  a  little  too  frail  to  live  entirely  alone  and  unassisted. 

A  month  later  came  the  opening  of  Uttoxeter  heated  open  air 
swimming  pool  and  lido.  There  has  always  been  a  keen  demand  for 
swimming  facilities  in  the  district,  and  the  fact  that  35,921  bathers 
visted  the  pool  during  the  thirteen  week  period  from  its  opening  till 
its  closure  for  the  season  is  evidence  of  this  demand.  Of  course  this 
number  includes  the  many  visitors  who  found  these  amenities  an 
attraction.  Perhaps  it  is  more  gratifying  still  to  put  on  record  what 
a  local  swimming  pool  means  to  our  youngsters.  When  the  pool  was 
opened  only  three  children  in  a  class  of  forty-five  fourteen  and 
fifteen  year  olds  in  one  of  our  schools  could  swim.  By  the  end  of 
the  season  all  could  swim  across  the  pool  and  several  had  acquired  a 
marked  proficiency.  Apart  from  the  enjoyment  of  a  healthy  activity, 
to  be  able  to  swim  pays  inestimable  dividends  in  giving  children 
confidence.  The  facility  once  acquired  is  never  lost,  and  who  knows 
when  the  ability  to  keep  afloat  may  be  of  vital  importance  in  saving 
one’s  own  life  or  that  of  someone  else. 

During  the  year  steps  were  taken  by  the  Council  which  were  of 
considerable  importance  with  regard  to  the  environmental  hygiene 
of  the  district.  These  were  the  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  the 
Scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  Sewage  Works  in  order  to  remedy 
the  present  overloading,  and  the  decision  to  hand  over  their  water 
works  in  the  Ashbourne  Rural  District  to  the  South  Derbyshire 
Water  Board.  Details  are  given  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  the 
report. 

It  remains  for  me  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co¬ 
operation  of  my  fellow  officials,  and  to  thank  them  for  their 
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contributions  to  this  report,  and  to  thank  too  your  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  his  assistant  and  the  clerical  staff  for  their  loyal 
support  and  assistance  during  the  year.  I  should  also  like  to  place  on 
record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  Mrs.  Darlow  who 
retired  in  June,  1963,  having  acted  as  clerk  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspectorate  since  1955,  and  to  extend  to  her  the  best  wishes  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  a  happy  retirement.

The  Urban  District  of  Uttoxeter  is  situated  in  the  centre  of 
Rural  Staffordshire  at  the  heart  of  an  agricultural  and  dairy  farming 
district.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  it  possesses  a  thriving 
cattle  and  produce  market  which  draws  patronage  from  a  wide  area 
and  brings  considerable  trade  to  the  town. 

Uttoxeter  is  also  an  educational  centre.  Its  school  population 
numbers  approximately  2,300  and  pupils  travel  to  the  Grammar 
Schools  from  as  far  afield  as  Cheadle,  Blythe  Bridge  and  Tutbury. 

Uttoxeter ’s  main  industries  are  an  agricultural  machinery 
works  and  a  biscuit  factory.  A  manufacturing  dairy  and  a  corset 
factory  also  provide  employment.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Laboratory  Facilities 

This  district  is  served  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Stafford  which  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Samples  and  specimens  submitted  by  the 
general  practitioners  and  Public  Health  Department  are  examined 
and  reported  on.  An  advisory  service  is  also  available  in  the  event 
of  an  outbreak  of  an  infectious  disease  such  as  food  poisoning,  and 
on  these  occasions  the  helpful  advice  of  the  Director  is  much 
appreciated. 

Ambulance  Service 

A  24  hour  Ambulance  Service  is  maintained  in  Uttoxeter  by 
the  Staffordshire  County  Council ;  this  has  been  under  radio 
control  since  1956.  The  Station  is  manned  by  a  personnel  of  21 
men. 

Nursing  Services 

In  your  district  there  are  two  full-time  District  Nurses,  one 
full-time  Midwife,  one  full-time  Health  Visitor  and  one  part-time 
Clinic  Nurse. 

Clinics 

During  1963,  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  provided  at 
Heath  House,  Uttoxeter,  a  School  Clinic,  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre, 
an  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Classes  and 
ancillary  services  in  connection  with  the  School  Health  Service. 

Chiropody  Service 

This  Service,  which  was  made  available  to  Old  Age  Pensioners, 
Handicapped  Persons  and  Expectant  Mothers  by  the  Staffordshire 
County  Council  in  1962,  continued  to  operate  throughout  1963, 
treatment  being  domiciliary  or  at  the  Heath  House  Clinic  according 
to  need. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  local  health  authority  under 
permissive  powers  deriving  from  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1948.  In  your  district  14  part-time  Helps  have  been 
employed  during  the  year  and  36  cases  have  been  assessed.

MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  COUNCIL 

EMPLOYEES 

Examinations  in  connection  with  admission  to  the  Council’s 
Sick  Pay  Scheme  were  carried  out  on  15  occasions  during  1963. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


During  1963  the  expected  biennial  epidemic  of  Measles 
occurred  with  250  notified  cases. 

It  started  slowly  in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  The  maximum 
incidence  occurred  in  June  and  July,  and  the  epidemic  finished 
abruptly  in  August  when  there  was  only  one  notified  case. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  on  the  next  few  pages  the  young 
school  children  in  the  district  were  most  severely  affected,  with  the 
three  to  five  year  olds  running  a  close  second  and  an  appreciable 
number  of  one  to  three  year  olds  developing  the  disease.  The 
younger  the  child  the  more  serious  the  infection  can  be  and  it  is  best 
avoided  until  school  age  at  any  rate.  It  is  advisable  therefore  to  keep 
school  age  contacts  at  school  rather  than  to  allow  them  to  stay  at 
home  where  they  will  mix  with  neighbouring  pre-school  children. 
By  keeping  contacts  in  school  their  period  of  contact  with  younger 
children  will  be  reduced  and  after  school  hours  they  are  more  likely 
to  associate  with  children  of  their  own  age  than  with  toddlers. 

Seven  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  during  the  year, 
the  first  notified  cases  since  1960.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
according  to  records  held  in  the  Area  Health  Office  none  of  these 
children  had  been  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough. 

With  regard  to  gastro-intestinal  infections  although  cases  with 
similar  symptoms  occurred  during  the  year  no  particular  pattern 
of  incidence  emerged  and  none  were  notified  as  Dysentery  or  Food 
Poisoning.  Those  cases  which  were  investigated  bacteriologically 
gave  negative  results. 

During  1963  no  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  admitted  to 
hospital.

Prophylaxis  Against  Infectious  Diseases 

As  you  are  aware  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  is  the 
responsible  authority  throughout  the  county  with  regard  to  immu¬ 
nisation  and  vaccination. 

In  this  section  of  the  annual  report,  however,  it  is  customary  to 
include  for  your  information  the  numbers  in  your  district  in  the 
various  age  groups,  who,  according  to  the  records  held  in  the  Area 
Health  Office,  were  protected  against  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year  under  review. 

The  present  position  with  regard  to  prophylactics  is  somewhat 
complicated.  The  schedule  of  protective  injections  approved  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  offered  by  the  Staffordshire  County 
Council  is  as  follows  : —

It  will  be  appreciated  that  for  the  time  being  it  is  necessary  to 
collate  the  numbers  of  children  receiving  protection  in  the  various 
forms  in  order  to  compare  the  response  to  diphtheria  immunisation 
during  the  year  under  review  with  that  in  previous  years.  As  it 
becomes  a  standard  procedure  to  give  children  protection  in  the 
form  of  combined  antigens  the  administration  of  the  immunisation 
programme  and  the  assessment  of  the  response  will  be  simplified.

The  aggregate  figures  for  diphtheria  immunisation  in  the 
various  forms  compared  with  the  figures  for  the  previous  four  years 
are  given  in  the  following  table.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  response 
is  somewhat  improved  in  1963  compared  with  1962  when  there  was 
an  unprecedented  demand  for  smallpox  vaccination  which  claimed 
precedence  over  other  immunological  procedures.

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POLIOMYELITIS 


In  October,  1961,  the  Minister  of  Health  announced  that 
following  extensive  trials  Sabin  (oral)  vaccine  had  been  approved 
as  safe  and  effective  for  use  in  protecting  against  poliomyelitis. 
Supplies  were  made  available  during  1962. 

Accordingly  the  following  tables  give  figures  for  protection 
against  poliomyelitis  by  injection  and  also  orally.  The  oral  or 
‘sugar  lump’  method  was  given  as  a  primary  course  of  three  doses 
in  a  high  proportion  of  cases,  and  also  as  a  fourth  dose  in  the  5-11 
year  old  age  group  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

A.  SOURCES  OF  SUPPLY— 

(i)  Bramshall 

A  shallow  well  about  miles  to  the  west  of  the  town. 
Ground  level  389ft.  A.O.D.  Gathering  ground  chiefly 
pasture  land  on  sand,  gravel  and  clay. 

Collected  into  a  main  gauging  chamber  and  from  thence 
by  gravity  to  a  covered  reservoir. 

Minimum  yield  20,000  g.p.d.  not  including  25%  compensa¬ 
tion  water. 

(ii)  Somersal 

Series  of  chambered  springs  about  3  miles  to  the  east  of  the 
town  Ground  level  about  395ft.  A.O.D.  Gathering  ground 
mowing,  pasture  and  plough  land. 

Collected  into  a  main  gauging  chamber  and  from  thence  by 
gravity  into  the  town. 

Minimum  yield  30,000  g.p.d.  not  including  25%  compensa¬ 
tion  water. 

(hi)  Crumpwood 

Series  of  chambered  springs  known  as  the  Wood  Springs 
about  six  miles  north  of  Uttoxeter  on  the  north  side  of  the 
River  Churnet  by  Crumpwood  Weir. 

The  water  issues  through  fissures  in  the  rock  which  is  bunter 
sandstone  occurring  near  the  surface  at  this  point,  and 
covered  in  the  immediate  vicinity  by  clay  and  alluvial  deposit. 
The  Springs  lie  at  the  foot  of  the  steep  wooded  slope  at  the 
north  side  of  the  valley,  which  is  here  largely  covered  with 
sand  and  gravel.  The  water  flows  by  gravity  to  the  pump  well 
about  200  yards  away. 

The  total  minimum  yield  is  approximately  360,000  g.p.d. 

(iv)  Hulme  Spring  Boreholes 

_  » 

Two  lOOft.  deep  12in.  diameter  boreholes  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  at  Hulme  Springs  together  with  a  9  in.  diameter  main 
to  deliver  the  water  at  the  Pumping  Station  at  Crumpwood. 
The  minimum  yield  is  400,000  g.p.d. 

B.  QUALITY 

Samples  of  chlorinated  water  have  at  all  times  been  satisfactory. 
With  regard  to  raw  water  samples,  the  supply  from  Somersal, 
which  is  in  Derbyshire,  continues  to  be  unsatisfactory.  During  the 
year  under  review,  however,  it  was  agreed  by  the  Council  to  hand 
over  all  their  works  in  the  Ashbourne  Rural  District  in  the  County 
of  Derbyshire  to  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  subject  to  an 
order  being  approved  by  the  Ministry. 
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The  Ministry  were  approached  and  have  indicated  that  they 
would  consider  such  a  proposal  favourably.  It  is  understood  from 
the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  that  on  taking  over  they  would 
disuse  the  Somersal  supply  and  supply  the  mains  from  their  own 
source. 

Plumbosolvency 

Bramshall  well  is  the  only  source  reported  to  be  liable  to  plumbo¬ 
solvency.  This  source  is  comparatively  small,  however,  and  is  mixed 
with  another  much  larger  source  of  higher  pH  value.  The  pH  value 
of  the  mixed  water  is  6.9,  so  further  measures  with  regard  to  the 
Bramshall  source  are  not  required.

OPEN  AIR  SWIMMING  FOOL 

The  facilities  provided  by  the  Council,  and  opened  during  the 
year  under  review,  include  a  swimming  pool,  a  paddling  pool  and  a 
children’s  pool.  The  provision  of  separate  pools  for  the  various 
swimming  activities  follows  modern  practice  and  obviates  the 
dangers  both  for  divers  and  swimmers  in  a  multi-purpose  pool. 

The  three  pools  are  each  built  in  reinforced  concrete.  The 
main  swimming  pool  is  110  feet  long  by  50  feet  wide  varying  in 
depth  from  3  to  6  feet. 

The  diving  pool  is  40  feet  by  40  feet  and  12  feet  6  inches  deep. 
The  children’s  pool  is  kidney  shaped  having  a  greatest  length  of  64 
feet  and  depth  of  approximately  15  inches. 

Water  in  the  three  pools  in  filtered  through  a  battery  of 
diatomaceous  earth  filters,  the  whole  of  the  water  in  the  diving  and 
main  pool  being  filtered  in  eight  hours  whilst  the  water  in  the 
children’s  pool  is  ‘turned  over’  every  six  hours.  After  passing 
through  the  filters  the  water  is  heated  in  two  calorifiers,  the  heat 
being  obtained  from  a  gas  boiler  having  an  output  of  910,000 
B.T.Us’  per  hour  and  connected  to  the  public  supply.  Before 
passing  to  the  pools  the  water  is  sterilized  by  injection  of  chlorine 
gas,  the  pH  of  the  water  being  controlled  by  dosing  with  soda  ash. 

Water  samples  taken  throughout  the  year  from  all  three  pools 
were  satisfactory  (see  section  on  water  sampling). 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

For  some  time  concern  has  been  felt  regarding  the  inadequacy 
of  the  present  sewage  works  which  are  grossly  overloaded  as  the 
result  of  development  in  the  district.  Palliative  measures  undertaken 
to  effect  some  improvement  in  the  situation  were  described  in  last 
year’s  annual  report. 

In  October,  1963,  the  Sewage  Extension  Scheme  was  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  for  approval,  but  there  was  little  progress  by  the 
end  of  the  year  under  review  owing  to  problems  concerning  trade 
waste  and  the  acquisition  of  land. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Regular  collections  have  been  achieved  during  the  past  twelve 
months.  Within  the  business  centre  of  the  town  there  has  been  a 
weekly  collection  whereas  elsewhere  the  collection  has  been  every 
nine  days  or  more.  The  new  Tip  has  proved  convenient  both  for 
refuse  and  the  disposal  of  dried  sewage  sludge,  which  will  help  the 
land  to  be  put  back  into  cultivation  in  due  course.

There  were  no  new  Council  dwellings  erected  nor  occupied 
during  the  year,  during  which  time  16  Post  War  and  8  Pre  War 
built  dwellings  of  all  types  became  vacant  and  were  re-let,  5  of  these 
being  utilized  to  rehouse  families  from  Slum  Clearance  properties. 

Four  Cottage  properties  were  purchased  and  five  were 
demolished  and  4  houses  occupied  by  Birmingham  families  under 
the  Overspill  Agreement  became  vacant,  two  of  these  being  re¬ 
occupied  by  other  nominated  Birmingham  families,  whilst  the 
remaining  two  were  made  available  for  local  families. 

The  Council  continued  its  policy  regarding  the  Sale  of  Council 
Houses  and  during  the  year  two  Post  War  Houses  were  sold,  one  with 
vacant  possession  and  the  other  to  the  existing  tenant,  whilst  5 
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Pre-war  properties  in  all  were  sold,  three  with  vacant  possession 
and  two  to  the  existing  occupiers.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Uttoxeter  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectorate  for  the  year  1963. 

The  importance  of  high  standards  of  food  hygiene  was  empha¬ 
sised  when  two  contraventions  concerning  the  sale  of  unsound  food 
were  reported  upon  at  a  Health  Committee  Meeting. 

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  public  awareness  of  the  importance 
of  clean  food  production  and  handling,  and  this  has  now  been  reflected 
in  the  efforts  of  many  food  retailers  to  present  a  hygienic  image  to 
their  customers.  However,  a  clean  tidy  modern  shop  front  can  hide 
rather  different  conditions  at  the  rear,  and  the  need  for  regular 
inspections  of  food  shops  and  rigid  enforcement  of  the  regulations 
is  as  great  as  ever. 

The  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  the  Produce  Market  were 
again  reported  upon.  I  feel  sure  that  more  stringent  regulations 
affecting  the  sale  of  food  from  open  markets  will  be  made  in  the 
near  future. 

Complaints  regarding  the  emission  of  paint  from  the  spraying 
booths  of  a  local  factory  were  taken  up  with  the  Arm,  and  a  satis¬ 
factory  result  reached  by  the  installation  of  new  washing  chambers. 

Air  pollution  from  industrial  sources  is  low  in  the  area,  the 
main  cause  of  pollution  being  the  domestic  chimney. 

With  regard  to  Housing  much  preparatory  work  was  done  in 
connection  with  the  Clearance  Areas  proposed  in  the  Survey  of 
November,  1962. 

At  the  end  of  1963  I  reported  upon  the  implications  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  which  comes  into 
force  on  the  1st  August,  1964. 

The  purpose  of  the  Act  is  to  secure  the  health,  safety  and  wel¬ 
fare  of  persons  employed  in  offices,  shops  and  certain  railway 
premises. 

Due  to  the  additional  work  which  this  legislation  would 
involve,  it  was  recommended  that  an  additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  should  be  appointed. 

Mrs.  S.  M.  Darlow,  clerk  in  this  office  since  1955  reached 
retiring  age  in  June,  and  now  resides  in  Llandudno.  I  would  express 
my  thanks  to  this  lady  for  her  conscientious  and  efficient  work  and 
wish  her  many  happy  years  of  retirement.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  are  three  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban  area. 
All  three  Slaughterhouses  are  in  old  premises  which  have  been 
altered  and  improved  in  order  to  comply  with  the  regulations  made 
under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act, 

There  have  been  no  serious  contraventions  of  the  regulations 
during  the  year  and  generally  the  premises  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1958 

The  above  legislation  requires  the  licensing  of  persons  to 
slaughter  and  stun  animals  in  slaughterhouses  and  knacker  yards, 
and  9  licences  were  granted  during  the  year. 

THE  MEAT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS,  1963 

The  regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1963. 

The  Urban  Council  decided  that  the  maximum  charges  should 
be  made  for  meat  inspection,  i.e.  2/6d.  per  horse  or  bovine  animal 
(other  than  a  calf)  9d.  per  calf  or  pig  and  6d.  per  sheep,  lamb  or  goat. 

Contracts  for  this  service  were  entered  into  with  all  slaughter¬ 
house  occupiers  in  the  urban  area,  the  contract  figures  being  based 
on  the  throughput  of  the  previous  12  months. 

The  regulations  have  not  created  any  great  problems  but  have 
resulted  in  more  time  being  spent  on  meat  inspection. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

One  shop  in  the  Urban  area  is  licensed  for  use  as  a  Pet  Shop. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  report  on  two  contraven¬ 
tions  under  Section  2  of  the  Act. 

Details  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  Sale  of  mouldy  Steak  &  Kidney  Pies 

Two  pies  sold  from  a  public  house  were  later  found  to  be 
mouldy.  Investigations  made  at  the  public  house  and  at  the  factory 
producing  the  pies  showed  that  they  were  part  of  a  consignment 
delivered  to  the  public  house  eight  days  before  the  alleged  purchase. 

A  warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  licensee. 


2.  Sale  of  bilberry  pie  containing  a  beetle 

A  bilberry  pie  made  and  sold  by  a  local  confectioner  was  found 
to  contain  the  rear  portion  of  a  beetle. 

Investigations  were  made  and  it  was  found  that  the  insect  was 
a  field  beetle  probably  of  the  geotrupes  species. 

These  beetles  are  occasionally  found  in  imported  bilberies  and 
cause  great  concern  to  the  Preserves  Industry. 

After  consideration  of  all  the  aspects,  warning  letters  were  sent 
to  the  firms  concerned. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1960 

A  report  was  made  on  contravention  of  the  regulations  at  a 
hotel  in  the  town.  Some  improvements  were  eventually  made  in 
the  cleanliness  of  the  premises  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
promised  structural  improvements  had  not  materialised. 

A  report  was  submitted  and  recommendations  were  made  to 
improve  the  conditions  under  which  food  is  sold  from  stalls  in  the 
Produce  Market. 

32  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  this 
includes  two  premises  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured. 

Eight  premises  are  also  registered  for  the  preparation  and 
manufacture  of  preserved  food. 

Generally  the  regulations  were  observed  and  all  contraventions 
found  were  dealt  with  informally.
